ENCOUNTER IN VIENNA 


Bruno Kreisky in Vienna this week, Post 


Correspondent JACK MAURICE arrived in the Austrian capital to cover the scene. Here is his report on some popular, and not so 
popular, reactions to the Chancellor's decision to close down Schoenau castle as a half-way station for Soviet Jews emigrating to Israel. 


AN AUSTRIAN security official 
frisked me as I prepared to board 
o Swissair airliner for Zurich at 
Schwechart airport, shortly after 
Golda Meir's departure, and said 
with unconcealed relief: “Thank 
God she's gone, and iet’s hope 
We don't sea too many more of 
her people here.” 

The security man was certainly 
echoing the viewpoint of most 
Austrians over Chancellor Bruno 
Krejaky's decision to close down 
the facilities for Soviet Jewa 
bound for Israel at Schoenau 
Castle, the Jewish Agency’s tran- 
sit centre near Vienna. 

A few hours earlier, while I 

: mingled with. Viennese bystanders 
Outside the massive Rundeskanzi- 
eramt on the 18th century Ball- 
hausplatz, where the Israeli Pre- 
mier and Austrian Chancellor 
were in conclave, I received the 
Same reaction. Helng Hafner, a 
Young law student, told me: 

“The Israelis seem to be hys- 
terical. Dr. Kraisky hag the over- 
whelming support of our people 
here over his handling of the 
Schoenau affair.”

The professional Nazi head- 
hunter says: “Nobody can fail to 
be aware that Kreisky suffers 
from an anti-Jewish complex. Be- 
cause he is a Jew, he has never 
been pre, d to take a decision 
favourable to the Jewish people 
or to Israel. 

“He has a brother who now 
lives in Israel. Even before 
Kreisky became Austria's Foreign 
Minister, the Israeli Government 
invited him to Jerusalem but 
Kreisky refused, although he was 
delighted to go to Cairo to meet 
Nasser, In order to understand 
what has happened over the past 
few days, you have to understand 
his _mental framework. . 

“During the dramatic hours last 
weekend, when the terms for the 
release of the hostages at Schwe- 
chart airport were being. ne 
tated, it was Kreisky himself 
who offered conditions for their 
safety, by proposing to close 
Schoenau and put an end to 
group transit arrangements 
through Austria...” 

Like many Austrians, Wiesen- 
thal is convinced that, since 
Krelsky bag not fixed an 
for discontinuing the Schoenau 
facilities, nothing will be changed 
at least until the next Palestinian 
attack on Austrian soil or pro-

transient Jews are not refugees. 

So the wrangling continues in 
Vienna and elsewhere over the 
fate of transit facilities for So- 
viet Jows. But the refugee trains 
continue to halt at the border 
between Czechoslovakia and Aus- 
tria_ to unload their passengers. 
At Schoenau Castle, it is business 
as usual as the travellers arrive 
on the jast lap of their aliya, 

Discreet minibuses still drive 
up to the white stucco schloss 
which was renovated by the Jew- 
ish Agency at a cost of $700,000 
to house ita temporary guests. A 
huge menora and an iiluminated 
sign over the gateway wish them 
"Shalom" in Hebrew and Ruasian. 

Inalde, Lieutenant-Colonel Lu- 
tan and his staff do their utmost 
to make them comfortable during 
their brief stay, although the Aus- 
trian cook's food is so unappetia-. 
ing that_visitors claim sha must 
be antl-Semitie. Because of Yom 
Kippur, this weekend may mean 
a longer stopover than usual for 
the bewildered emigrants. With

It is still being debated whether the main purpose of 
jail should be to reform the criminal or to protect 
society. There is no question, however, that prisons — 
and not in Israel alone — have made a poor job of 
curing their inmates, What, then, is to be done about 
the habitual criminal? YITZHAK OKED sought the 
answers from Prisons Commissioner Gundar Arie 
Nir, Hebrew University criminologist Leslie Sebba, 
and an anonymous recidivist in Ramle Prison.

see to it that every prison has 
a synagogue with prayer books, 
and even brings ἃ cantor from 
“gutside” to conduct the prayers 
during the High Holy days.

Before 
the Six Day War, we had an 
average of about 1,200 prisoners 
in jai , With a maximum of about 
1,600. Today, the average is 
about 2,200 and this is without 
the Fatah. You've also got to 
remember that today's crimes are 
more serious than they were six 
or seven years ago. That means 
stiffer sentences, keeping the 
convicts here for a longer time. 

The Prisons Commissioner says 
that the best chances of getting 
offenders to “go straight” are 
with the juvenile delinquents, but 
even here ‘the ῥτοθρθοῖδ are often 
not very hopeful. 

“The problem is that by the 
time they reach us, they are 
nearly ‘rotten through and 
through.

in line. The beginning of Hitler's 
open and fierce support of the 
Sudeten Germans must ‘be viewed 
as a practical step in the im- 
plementation of a new policy. 

Germany's new Czech policy had 
its counterpart within Czechoslo- 
vakia. Whereas up till then the 
activists had led the German 
population in ith demands for 
frenter autonomy within the 
framework of the constitution, 
it was the Sudeten German lend- 
er, Konrad Hemlein and the Nazis 
who tunk over command — from 
now on. The agreement which 
the activists had _ satisfactorily 
reached with the Czech Covern- 
ment in 1937 was the cue for a 
sharp turn in Sndetendeutsche 
Partei policy, and the cue was 
given from Berlin. 

The Inatructions from Berlin 
were to demand more than could 
possibly be conceded, the object 
eing, of course, to precipitate a 
crisis which would justify Ger- 
man intervention. The new de- 
mands were for a German state- 
within-a-state with ita own Nazi 
government and laws, and for a 
new Gorman-satellite foreign pol- 
fey for Czechoslovakia as a 
whole, 


EDWARD BENES, the Czech 
President, understood this per- 
fectly when on September 4, he 
put Jn front of the German Jead- 
ers a blank sheet of paper as 
ood as signed by him and invited 
em, to their unconcealed hor- 
ror, to fill in thelr demands. He 
meant to give thelr game away, 
‘but Nazi policy was not shamed. 
Although Benes conceded to this 
“fourth plan” dictated by the 
Sudeten leaders, they went away 
to torpedo it Ὁ) rovoking in- 
eldenta in the Sudeten area, 
In the West too, a trend was 
coming to a head. in Britain, the 
new Prime Minister, Neville 
Chamberlain, was ridding his 
councils of anti-appeasers. The 
anti-Itallan Foreign Secretary, 
Anthony Eden and Vansittart of 
the Forelgn Office—the only con- 
vineed anti-Germans in high 
circles — were silenced at about 
the same time as Hitler’s non- 
Nazi officers. The stage was

WAS IT INEVITABLE? Or was 
there another way out? 

We know that_nearly the whole 
of Britain and Parliament were 
deliriously happy with Chamber- 
lain’s Munich agreement. If he 
felt it wos the best way to so- 
cure peuce, millions believed tho 
sane. 

Britain wag glad of the respite. 
She considered ‘herself unprepar- 
ed for war, and there was 
certainly widesprond distaste for 
the idea of joining Soviet Russia 
in a war against Germany over 
Czechoslovakia, i 

Thig is not to say that anti- 
Soviet considerations can be 
traced to the decision-making re- 
cords. On the contrary, Cabinct 
pares reveal nothing of the sort. 
t cornot ‘be proved that Munich 
was an “anti-Soviet plot.’ We do 
know what the personal senti- 
ments of the people involved 
were; and, more important, we 
know from thelr reports how 
little the military experts thought 
of Russian power. After the 
purges, it was also felt that a 
regime which had wiped out half 
ita High Command on charges of 
treason could either have been 
het but very weak, or else un- 
just and damnable, 

In any case, the Russian forces 
were even less to count on. 

We ‘cannot prove that anti- 
Communiam was an overriding 
cause of Munich; yet we know 


that the Russians were de- 
liberately kept out and resented 
it bitterly. 


When Churchitl, a few days 
after Munich, sald in the Com- 
mons, “Between submission and 
immediate war there was a third 
alternative’ — thet fs, a com- 
bination including Ruesia — it 
is not clear whether he meant 
8. combination to fight Germany 
at once or to deter her by call- 
ing her bluff. Either result was 
uncertain, for the blundering of 
the policy of appeasement was 
more damaging than a fear of 
Communism and a reluctance to 
join with Russia would have been. 

It was not only Russia but 
also the United States which was 
excluded, The worst mistake of 
Chamberlain's policy, pursued in 
the face οἱ disproportionate 

owths of power, had been to 
magine that Europe could still 
settle {ta own airs. Twenty 
‘years -after It ‘had required 
Amorica’s strength to bent Gor- 
many, Chamberlain hoped he 
could contain that country’s  ex- 
pansion practically single-handed 
while ‘ignoring America and nn- 
tagonizing Russia.

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THE MAIN movements converg- 
ing on Munich emerged from 

orld War 1 and ita aftermath. 
The multi-national state of Cze- 
choslovakia, founded in 1918 on 
the contradictory ideas of sclf- 
determination and ancient rights, 
proved a time-bomb not merely 
in the world of {deas. 

Three and αἰ half million Aus- 

triun Germans were iueluded in 
the new xtute, under loud protest, 
They had nyo border with Austria 
and could not very well be band. 
wl even Germany, ‘This wont 
have di veal the new state of 
ith fortified mountain stronphold, 
for venturles the most inpprezn- 
able border in Eurupe between 
East and West. It would also 
rob the new state of a highly 
industrialized areca and carve up 
an economically interdependent 
unit. 
Could all this be done In order 
to present defeated and condenin- 
ed Germany with a rare prize? 
It was unthinkable, and tha Su- 
deten Gurmans were included in 
the new state to be ruled by the 
Slav nation they had for centuries 
held down. This problem of a 
national minority, unsolved by the 
Peace Treaty of 19109, was one of 
the roots of 1938. 

Another beginning. is to be 
sought In Germany Itself. How 
defeat, condemnation and penal- 
tles bred in Germany ao state of 
affairs conducive to the rise of 
Nazism js beside our point. What 
concerns us is that the new re- 
ime gave a new twist to tradi- 
tlonal German nationalism, mill- 
tarism and expansionism. 

During the ‘twenties, the Ger- 
man minority led by the activists 
cooperated with the Czech Goy- 
ernment. Though it had man

minority rights. i 

The Czechs were too slow and 
not sufficiently generous about βο- 
lutions, Power had gone to their 
heads, and there was a certain 
amount of discrimination. But the 
democratic principle was firmly 
established and agreement would 
probably have been reached if it 
were not for the economic crisis 
and the rise of Hitler. The 
former hit the Sudeten Germans 
hardest. The rise of Hitler — and 
his suecess in curing Germany of 
unemployment — helped to focus 
German hopes beyond the border. 
This was the origin of a Nazi 
Party within Czechoslovakia. 

Still another source of Czecho- 
slovakian predicament may be 
found in the weakening of the 
European political system. The 
fact that a tremendously idcalistic 
and ambitious attempt to ensure 
peace and to protect small na- 
tlons had failed, made the threat 
of forca more naked and brutal 
than’ ever. For centuries, it, was 
believed that progress was being 
made towards the rule of law. 
The failure of the Teague of Na- 
tlons was not the failure of an 
inatitutlon but the extinction of a 
hope. Naturally, the atrong came 
to rely on force and the weak to 
live by intrigue and stratagem. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA became the 
proverbial exception to this rule. 

Just a8 she was an island of 
political and social progress In 
Teast European backwardness, so 
in her foreign relations Czecho- 
slovakia lived by her falth in 


the international agreement from 
which she had sprung. She truly 
embodied the highest hopes of 
1818 In democracy and interna- 
tional luw. That she went on be- 
lieving In the practical efficacy 
of these principles when no one 
else did was her undoing. 'Fo the 
last moment, Czechoslovakin hop- 
ed that her allies and friends 
would suve her from brute force. 
τι was they who tnmule her yield. 

Finally, there was, at the bot- 
tomo of the Munich fingea, a cam- 
bination of what is referred to 
as British appeasement and French 
defeatism. Appansement had 
inany roots. Mver sinee the 1910 
Peace Treaty which had roundly 
blamed Germany for the outbreak 
of the first war and meted out 
henvy punishment for it, there 
had been growing doubts and mls- 
givings in England about the jus- 
tice of the verdict, and even more 
about its wisdom. 

As ἃ movement appcosement 
gaincd from Keynes’ book, "The 
Economic Consequences of the 
Peace," of which tt wag said that 
its actical effect on history 
could only be compared to that 
of the Koran. Keynea proved to 
Englishmen os carly as 1021 that 
England's economic interest 
would benefit more from a re- 


constructed and_ trading Germany 
than from a Germany ravaged, 
drained of its resources, paralyz- 
ed in its economic activities by 
heavy reparations, and bitter to- 
wards its persecutors. 

Disgust at what seemed like 
French revenge and intransigence 
and revulsion against the Soviet 
system also worked In what can 
‘be loosely called a ‘“pro-German” 
direction. The Hitlerite regime 
was not liked but in many people 
it strengthened the feeling of 
guilt. 

All this reinforced the tendenc 
in Britain not to comrott itsel 
to any one side in Burope, a 
policy for which the now influen- 
flal overseas Dominions were also 
presaing hard. There were a few 
lone voices in high places, not- 
ably that of Sir Robert Vansit- 
tart, that were explaining that 
German internal terror must lead 
to international terror, But most 
people firmly believed that for- 
eign Polley could not be based on 
speculation as to whither a cer- 
tain ideology could be leading a 
foreign country. 

Franco-German relations were 
more complicated, because of the 
mortal fear of the French that 
e Germany free to develop to its 
full stature in manpower and 
economic strength was bound to 
make another bid for hegemony. 
But France's anti-German policy 
eventually alienated Britain, and 
when the alterative policy of con- 
taining Germany on her eastern 
frontier through alliances also 
failed to protuce results, France - 
in hor pessimism turned to re- 
verring German enmity. From the 
moment she swallwed German re- 
militarization of tho Rhineland in 
1936, it became clear that France 
had changed her tactica In the

It ia in Toledo that the splen- 
dour of Spanish Jewry is — still 
revealed. As one enters the 
‘I'ransit Synagogue, this one con- 
verted into « cliurch, one senacs 
the continuity that spans the 
centuries of trial and ruina- 
tion. And one senses that here 
is something utterly indestruct- 
bie. The eye catches the orna- 
mental frieze of a passage from 
the Psalms in Hebrew: “Even the 
bird has found its home and 
freedom Itg nest, sanctifying thy 
altars, the Lord of Hosts, My 
King, and Almighty/Hoppy are the 
denizens of thy House. ‘They will 
yet praise thee, Selah. /Happ: be 
the man whose strength derives 
from thee, paths into their 
hearta..." 

The sumptuous interior, with 
fis effect of fine Moorish em- 
broidery, plus the intricate lat- 
ticework covering the  [Fzrat 
Nashim, still provides testimon 
ta the power and great wealth 
of the mngnate Samuel Levi, who 
bulit the synagogue in about 
1300. Inacriptiona around the 
interior pay tribute not only to 
the Almighty but also to Levi's 
benefnetor, King Pedro I of Cas- 
tile whose Treasurer he was. The 
conta of arma of Castile (castles 
and lions rampant) are still to 
he seen omboused in the walls. 
But for good reason the king 
came to te known ag Pedro the 
Cruel, for Levi's fortunes 
changed and the king tortured 
him to dvath, and confiscated his 
money and his property. It ia also 
said that Pedro the Cruel gaye his

He acquired in- 
terests In the Sunday and evening 
markets, He was now a power in 
the Jand; someone to be reckoned 
with — or so he thought, 

What was Beaverbrook after? 
Baldwin said of him, and the other 
Press Lords, that he sought "Power 
without responsibility — the prero- 
gative of the harlot throughout the 
ages.” This analysis is a little too 
simplistic and ia not borne out by 
this blography. It is doubtful whe- 
ther Beaverbrook himself knew, Tay- 
lor, writing of the 1926 arisia, com- 
ments: "Such had been his at! 
tude towards other mergers which ‘h 
had organized. Ones they were suc- 
cessful, he left them to other men 
snd moved off to fresh aoctlvitles.” 
In other words, boredom conquered 
and hig eyes began to roam for 
new causes to fight for, He was a 
sprinter, not a long-distance runner. 

Tt is a curious fact that despite 
the tremendous circulation of hig 
newspapers, all of the major causes 
he championed turned to ashes. On 
the eve of World War Ii hs preach; 
ed ‘a return to- Splendid Isolation as 
the only way of keeping Britain out 
of any Buropean conflagration. This 
was totally unrealistic. Great . Bri- 
tain could never have remisined in- 
different to a Germany (particularly 
to a Germany under Hitler) bent on 
imposing her hegemony over Hu- 
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rope. The cost would eventually have 
been too high to pay, even for 
Beaverbrook; and so ἐξ turned out. 
For it was only by the creation 
and consolidation of the Grand Al- 
Hance that Great Britain and Hu- 
rope escaped permanent Nazi rule. 


EVEN MORSE STRIKING is the case 
of the Empire Crusade. At the turn 
of the 1980s Beaverbrook rocked 
the Conservative Party and threaten- 
ed to unseat ite leadership (hence 
Baldwin's vigorous counter-attack) 
‘on the question of protection or free 
trade, always an explosive issue in 
Engllsh polities. Beaverbrook again 
preached a form of isolation, ad- 
vocating 8 kind of Zolverein (cus- 
toms union) for the British Emplre, 
the obvious consequence of which 
would be to widen the gap between 
Great Britain and Hurope. At the 
end of his life Beaverbrook wit- 
nessed the awful spectacle of Great 
Britain applying for entry into the 
European Common Market. Once 
nee he rose up in anger. And 
newspapers went on fight! the 
same battle with the same aon of 
success. The gap between mass-cir- 
Sintion and political Infiuence, let

Buezicz, the ‘Ir,” truly was for 
Agnon — a kind of Jewish micro- 
ecosm. According to the Hebrew En- 
eyclopaedia, the beginnings of the 
Jewish community of Buozacz date 
to the middle of the 16th century; 
according to Agnon its founders 
were Jews on the way to Eretz Yis- 
rael who were prevented by circum- 
stance from completing their jour- 
ney: an auspicious beginning, for 
who can compare in blessedness to 
a Jew on his way to fulfil the 
great mitzva of aliya? The com- 
munity soon grew and flourished, 
and for nearly four centuries manag- 
ed to survive plagues, pogromy and 
wars, till the Germans destroyed it 
entirely in World War I.

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THE TITLE of this article is 
adapted from a passage in the 
traditional prayers of Yom Kip- 
pur, when we pray that “in our 
plenty there shall not be hunger.” 
According to Philo of Alexandria, 
the first-century Hellenist Jew- 
ish philosopher, however, one of 
the reasons for the observance 
of Yom Kippur is specifically that 
in our enty there shall be 
hunger! He opens his description 
of this fast with the words: 

“After the Feast of Trumpets, 
the solemnity of the fast is 
celebrated, and this Moses has 
called the greatest of the ‘festi- 
vals, calling it, in his national 
language, the Sabbath of 
Sabbaths.’ 

He proceeds to give the reason 
for the celebration of the fast, 
which explains “the time at which 
this fast is fixed to take place,” 
and it is based upon a perceptive 
observation of the agricultural 
calendar of Eretz Israel. 

We all know that Sukkot cele- 
brates the ingathering of the har- 
vest, when the farmers atreamed 
to Jerusalem on a pligrimage of 
u ‘iving. Philo makes the 
reagonable deduction that by Suk- 
kot, which falls only five days 
from Yom Kippur, the harvest 
een substantially
